The solution of FINLAND question gave 1 remarkable blow to 
the political conditions of both GREAT BRITAIN and FRANCE, 
consequently general policies of both countries, esvecially 
that for SOVIET UNION will be discussed thorovghly. In the . 
coming Easter holidays, as they are just after the volitical 
change in FRANCE, the British Governrent avthorities are 


presumec to contervlate British foreign volictes, so I took it 
advantageous for disposal of China Affairs from the voint of 
view o7 our international relations to explain fully beforehand 
the establishment of WANG's government now in progress and. our 
attitude for it to British sice, therefore in the evening of 
21st. I visited Vice-Minister BUTLER in the Foreign Office and 
had the following private talk:- 


1. First of all, I explained fully the development of new 
state of things in CHINA based upon the news brought by "Domei" 
recently, for reference of Foreign Minister:- 


(a) As the vreviovs activity of WANG Ching-wel, 
I exnlained KONOE's three principles which 
constitute fundamental relations between 
JAPAN and CHINA, next as Chinese side, the 
relation between Peiking and Nanking govern- 
ments as well as measures for internal 
relation of Kuomintang. 


Next I explained in detail the organization 
and cecisions of the whole national assembly 
held after WANG's entry into Nanking on 17th 
and that the new central government would be 
established on liarch 30th by the Chinese for 
CHINA and the Chinese; (omission) and its 
administrative »volicies are cooperation for 
peace at hore and abroad as well as anti- 
cormunism; ane further, I 


explained that the ‘apanese volicy for it 
was to eo the purpvort so often exvlained 
thoroughly, that is, to establish peace and 
order as well as cooveration in CHINA, rot 
to exclvde any other than comrvnistic and 
Bolshevik elements who plot confusion and 
conflicts, and to offer cooverat‘on and 
friendship for that nurnose; this volicy 
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will be warmly received by both Chinese and 
foreign nat‘omls,therefore it must be a matter 
for congratulation if some cornvromise wovld be 
found between the new central government an¢é 
Chungking government based upon the above- 
mentioned purport; in short, it was a pivotal 
point to excluce the Bolshevism as 4a source 

of confusion and to recover the veace andé order; 
and I told him that British government would 
understand the Japanese attitude, as the former 
had the most ecororic interest in CHINA. 


2- BUTLER sai¢ that British Government could not imrediately 
change her policy of having recognized Chungking Government 
as the formal Chinese government, but he understood my 
explanation and hoped the new government wovld be svccessful3 
as for Tientsin »roblem, he further 1ssved an instruction 
‘today (he exnlained the contents of the instruction) which 
woule prove of service for the settlement of the problem; 
the settlement of Tientsin problem just at the time of the 
establishment of WANG's Government is a "gesture" on the vart 
of Britain expressing her desire to be of any service. (I 
told BUTLFR that, according to newsvaper inforration recently 
Ambassador CRAIGIE provosed to ovr Foreign Minister ARITA the 


strong attitude of BRITAIN for the execvtion of the war; for 
this BUTLER said that, according to the dispatch from the 


Ambassador, he seemed to have explained Premier CHURCHILL's 
speech in detail, it was not by their specific instruction.) 


3- I asked BUTLER about the expulsion of Brit from 
Labor °arty and SOVIET UNION's probler, for which BUTLER 
explained as follows:- 


"I am a contact man with the Labor Party in reference 
to diplomatic vroblems. The Labor Party wishes to avoid to 
oven hostilities against SOVIET UNION, but this oninion is 
getting in the direction of becoming stronger. The com- 
munistic elements as Brit who are under the direction of 
“OSCOW are being boycotted; conseqvently the public oninion 
of BRITAIN, to say nothing of the Government itself, is retting 

/p.4/stronger against SOVIET UNION within the lirits of avoiding 
ware The causes may be found in (1) firm attitude of FRANCE 
against SOVIET UNION, (2) advancement of vnderstanéing and 
realization of dangerous propaganda at hore and abroad or 
destructive activities of SOVIET UNION, 


(3) Necessity of beating SOVIET UNION (by the blockade or 
other means) in the execrtion of the war against GERMANY, 

The anti-SOVIF?T feeling of Scandinavian covntries was setting 
heightened, ane anti-Bolshevik sentiments of NORTH and SOUTH 
AWERICA are observed to be very strong. WELLS also seemed to 
be aware of danger of SOVIET-UNION",

1. The invesion of German army into HOLLAND and BELGIUM hae caused 
the direct conflict with British and French ariies and it is evident 
that HITLER mede up his mind to stake all on this undertaking as 
seen fron the declaration of the expedition. After occupation of 
coast lines of HOLLAND and BELGIUM, the German army may be herd to 
foresee if they settle in positional warfare for a time, but judging 
from the oublic opinion of ITALY, although EITLER's present enterprise 
has been aroused by the positive policy of BRITAIN and FRANCE, the 
scale may be far larger than that generelly suvposed. If he will 
succeed, he will not leave nis army only in occupation of HOLLAND 
and BELGIUM. Therefore, it is of course necessary for us to make 
arrangeients taking into consideration every vossibility. 


2. Our national policy for South Seas may be determined based upon 
that already edopted for Dutch East Indian problems and we may nake 
headway on three points, viz., (a) JAPAN has no intention of changing 
the status quo on the whole, (b) neither belligerent nor neutral 
country shall interfere with the status quo. (c) Interests of the 
natives should firstly be considered (of course these three points 
may be expressed in proper order and circumstences) (Refer telegram 
No. 1593 of last year). 


3- From the above mentioned standpoints, if we investigate the 
relations with the UNITED STATES or SOVIET UNION or belligerent 
countries in general, it is the urgent need to take measures to 

make conciliation of JAPAN and CHINA as Oriental people in order to 
establish firmly our leeding position in EAST ASIA. As we are 

leading Chinese people in most of the things nowadays, the conciliation 
of WANG and CHIANG or that of CHIANG and JAPAN may be advantageous to 
us regardless of its conditions. Unless we shall heve promotly 

settled Chinese questions, we shall be placed in a disedventegeous 
situation, irrespective of the develooment of situation. 


Even if HITLER's success on land nay be decisive, Naval Powers of 
BRITAIN and FRANCE may remain strong enough. Or even if FRANCE may 

be overwhelmed, the wer will not be ended. GERMANY is in the internal 
condition to neet the needs of continuing victories, while BRITAIN and 
FRANCE have special charecteristics to solidify the national union by

It is needless to say thet it is quite edvantageous to make use 
of European War to strengthen the position of Japan in the East Asia. 
For that purpose I cable following items regarding Outgoing Telegram 
No. 922, which I have noticed: 


1. It is quite important to watch the attituce of the United 
States to say nothing of paying attention to the condition of France, 
in the case of taking positive policy for French Indo-China and others. 
It may de difficult for the United States to enter the war bofore the 
election, but no one can foretell that Japanese activity will not 
excite here. (Full investigation must be done concerning financial 
and economical matters of both Britain and the United States, to say 
nothing of their naval powers). If the surrender of France will be 
realized, her plantations in South Pacific Ocean will be probably 

_interfered with by Australia and in that case Japan may grasp the 
opportunity to take positive activity; but as for our activity, neither 
discussion of press will ve allowed nor news will be published except 
those intended by the Government. 


2. But it is most important for our foreign policy to state 
that Japan is gravely concerned with the stability of Sast Asia (in- 
cluding South Seas), and is resolved that the spread. of European war 
must be orevented, and is taking policy to excluée the conditions 
destructive to the seid stebility and also to prevent those which may 
be destructive, especially to make clear that Japan will not tolerate 
to leave Orientals and Eest Asia districts as the plantation anc object 
of trade to be exploited by capitalism cf Europe and I think it is the 
best chance to elucidate our fundamental policy relating to Best Asia 
and Orientale today (which will yield good results in Chinese problems) ; 
and it is most important as the background of our foreign policies. 


3. If the districts of Fast Asia and South Seas, which is so- 
celled living area ("Lebensraum"), should be owned by a certain great 
power, Japan would de drived to care the risk of wr with that country 
and the stability of Zact Asie would be deteriorated. Therofore I 
think it is of necessity to take courage to prevent it today. I believe 
that Germany and Italy will fully understand this matter. 
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4, Britich Empire has elucidated that she will continue the wer 
to the end even if France would surronder and stated her confidence 
even if the Germwen army should invede England. But, anyhow, it is 
clear that topographically Great Britain will not be so simply invaced 
as France and attention must be paid to the future development. As it 
ig evident that the influence of Europe to Oriont will be remarkably 
reduced. after the war, Japan had botter, I presume, take advantage 
of this opportunity to establish our position in East Asia firmly.

that when the political power of any nation becomes stronger, the various 
economical problems may be sottlcd of themsolves in the desired form for 
cxauple in GutddY, recently with the strengthoning of her political powers 
such problems as raw materials und export of manufacturcd products are being 
settled in such a manner as satisfactory to GORMAIY, in which he implicitly 
hoasted the oconsmical development of GURuNY after her yreat victory. Ho 
soutinued to say that although the UNITID ST..TES had come to possess nearly 
ainety per cent of tie gold of the world, 01d was no more the medium of 
exchange for matorial, 80 evon after the war, GhuliNY would construct ccononmy 
absolutely independent of gold at home with the exception of international 
trade settlement shere a small amount of gold might be used, -s the result 
of having, excessive g21d and the expansion of productive power in the UITED 
§T.TES, the merchandise sould overflow and she would have to concentrate her 
goul and mind upon acquisition of forcign markets, thus the UNITED ST..TES 
would be so pressed with canvassing for selling the goods and sho would not 
be foared as a groat nation, ho hinted. 


ke Therofore, I told him that, as I had stated before, the alienation 
between J.-P-«i and the UNITEv S1.TcS originated in CAil. problem and since thems 
as the result of having neither profit nor loss in CHINA, the UNITED ST..T=S 
had always been adhered to problems of principle, so the understanding between 
the to countries had been oxceodingly difficult. Therefore, if J.P.N would 
oot in a devious way beyond a certain exteat, tho UNITZD ST..T'S' public opinion 
would burst out and thers is a possibility of imposing economical pressure on 
j..22%.

effect upon MUROP. i told so far to RIBB iITROP who nodded in affirmative and 
looked to have been excoedingly impressed. 


5. Furthermore RIBBUMHOP statea that aftor the Versailles Treaty, 
Glau cNY ras the one «ho cxpsrienced the suffering of blockade most, but now 
she had overturned her position with BRIT... GoRuNY bolioved firmly that, 
as in th: operation against FR.NC., she could also obtain complete war results + 
in an extremely short period in British ‘poration.

and J.PaN was in the midst of aegotiation to conclude an amicable agrecment 
with it. Therefore in the event of its forisation, the new government would 
likely to carry out just and appropriate politics at home and abroad.

and there vas no scope to take into consideration of program or procedure of 
recovering, peace; thus he kept hims2lf off going too deep into the suojoct.

As I could underst2nd the general outline of the 
policy of the Inperial Governnent concerning 
JAPAN-GERMAN cooperation by the aid of your 
telegram No. 427, by taking advantage of the 
opportunity of interview of Anbassador SATO with 
RIBBENTROP as reported in ny telegran No. 870 
/No. 20394/, I shall proceed with the talk nyself 
at appropriate tine. 


But I an under the impression now that recently in 
Japan there are sone who are too eager and worried 
about every snile or frown of Gernany; it may be 
needless to say that it is very disadvantageous 
for our diplonatic policy to show such attitude 
for Germans who are inclined to urge everything 

to us as well as in high spirits as the result of 
glorious victory and I cannot expect good result 
of the cooperation concluded under such unequal 
conditions. 


When Anbassador SATO was going to leave after the 
above interview, based upon above mentioned consid- 
eration, I showed ny apprecintion to RIBBENTROP to 
the effect that by the aid of today's interview I 
cane to find Gernany's desire of JAPAN-GERMAN 
cooperation, and also stated that recontly there 
were sone wno reported ne the cool attitude of 
GERMANY for JAPAN and unfortunately if it were 
true, I, who hoped for the JAPAN-GSRKMAN rapproche- 
nent, thought there would be no other way than to 
consider sone best policy under the above new 
situation. At this RIBBENTROP was very ruch 
astonished and denied it. Therefore I said to hin 
thet for such method of cooperation es desired by 
JAPAN which RIBBENTROP. questioned jnbassador SATO, 
a solution would be found in so far as both sides 
had intention of cooperation, end for that purpose 
- should exchange views hereafter if he wanted to 
© sO. 
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4. That night at the dinner porty, I had an 
opportunity to taik with STAHMER who wes 
presert nt the aboveerentioned interview. He 
confidentially told me that RIBBENTROP, taking 
into consideration the situation after war, is 
thinking of cooperating with JAPAN and that 
although it annears that he wants to have it 
extend over the fields of both diplomacy and 
econony, it seers tint he is hoping for its 
earlicst realizetion in view of the surrounding 
cirecunstances.
